How To 
Insert Slide 
Fasteners

IME and’ time again we are

proper weight, too, The latter

For Light Fabrics 


For an ordinary zip- 
per, sheer lightweight fabrics 
should be ensed slightly when 
stitched to a zipper. Hold the 
fnstener taut as it is pinned or 
busted to the fabric. Reinforce 
thin. fabrics with seam tape 
instead of self material for 
facittg,.thus giving more body 
to the. fabric. This will let. the 
fostener lie flat. 

Fabrics such as wool jersey, 
so populor right now, have .a 
tendency to give. So never 
stretch ‘wool jersey into a zipper.. 
Use a muslin facing tor help 
climirinte stretching. For fabrics 
Mke velvet, best results are 
obtaincd by, hand-stitch|ng the 
zipper to the garment., 

Leave an 8-inch opening for 
a f-Inch zipper, to allow for 
seam and for case in sewing to 
the: fabric.. Always: fit garment 
before inserting zipper. Worle 
from the bottom. of the placket 
up, ‘when pinning ond. basting. 
Pin ot right angles to fastener: 
then the pinning 1s firmer, more 
aceurate ond there is‘ less danger 
of “puckering” and. pins can be. 
easily removed: while niachine 
is atitching.. Stitch. close -to
